the beef, flour and woolen trusts.

I am not 
conscious of having used that lan- 
guage. If I did I want you to for- 
give and forget.’ I said, ‘Judge, it 


is hard to forget and forgive. All 
I want is a hearing.’ The Judge 
said: ‘Mr. Hahn, the fact of the 


matter is this: I am arranging to 
go on my vacation, and everything 
went wrong with me this morning; 
I lost my temper and I am sorry. 
If you want the case opened, write 
me a letter and on my return on the 
18th, I wiil take the case up.’ I 
wrote a letter the same day and I 
presume the Judge received it. On 
the 18th of August, last Monday, I 
was in court, and much to my sur- 
prise found the case was not on the 
list, and spoke to Clerk Schmauder 
about it, stating that I had written 
a letter to the Judge and calling his 
attention to the tact that up to date 
I had not heard anything of the case 
or its disposition. Не said my let- 
ter had been received, and that he 
had sent an answer to the Sixth 
Precinct, the day after I sent my let- 
ter. I have not received any word 
from the Judge in this matter. I 
want to know whether such condi- 
tions of affairs can be allowed here 
in the City of Newark. It is not 
the only grievance I can make 
against conditions there. It is à very 
hard matter to get into the Clerk's 
office, that is the office of the Fourth 
Precinct, which is maintained for 
the convenience of the public, peo- 
ple who wish to make complaints; 
who wish to have people arrested; 
to have them bailed out, etc. The 
office is always closed, and it is the 
hardest thing in the world to get a 
hearing or get any service.

eal the clerk on the 'phone you get 
evasive answers. It is simply un- 
bearable, not only .to citizens and 
taxpayers but to а member of the 
bar as well. 

I do not like to make a com- 
plaint against a Judge, and I have 
had lots of time to cool off since 
then, I am not doing this in the heat 
of passion, but I am entitled to fair 
treatment, and that is wny I voice 
this complaint. It 1s done without 
malice, and it is done to enable us 
to get better treatment and better 
service at a place where it is most 
needed. I most respectfully submit 
this complaint to your Honorable 
Commission for your information.”

Mr. Hahn: I have had the great- 
est respect and regard for the Judge, 
and this is arnazing to me. I have 
never had any trouble with any 


judge in any court in this city. I

Mayor Gillen: This is the second 
complaint against the clerk. 
Commissioner Brennan: 
not the second complaint, but the 
twenty-second. There was a com- 
plaint registered here three months 
ago as to the treatment of citizens 
and members of the bar.

My Dear Director: 


Regarding the feasibility of the 
collection of ice from the Watershed, 
I hand you herewith a copy of a re- 
port which I made to the Board of 
Street and Water Commissioners in 
July, 1911, and the situation is prac- 
tically the same today, with the ex- 
ception that the City has since bought 
the Cross property, including Hanks 
Pond. The ice house belonging to 
this property is about twenty-five feet 
square and holds about 400 tons of 
ice. No location on the city reser- 
voirs, with the exception of Echo 
Lake, could feasibly be made useful 
for the collection of ice without ex- 
pensive railroad sidings of ‘over a 
mile in length to reach any ice houses 
which might be built along these 
properties. There is a railroad switch 
from the New York, Susquehanna 
and Western Railroad on Echo Lake, 
and the ice company have the right 
to cut ice from the lake, but have 
no ownership in the lake. The City 
has endeavored on several occasions 
to purchase this property, but so far 
have never been able to come to a 
conclusion in the matter on account 
of the high price asked by the ice 
company. It is possible that the 
property could be purchased at a rea- 
sonable figure this year because Echo 
Lake location has not proven a very 
satisfactory one from the point of 
view of ice collection, no crop having 
been cut last year and the ice houses 
were used for storage of ice brought 
down from the Poconos. To my per- 
sonal knowledge I know of four dif- 
ferent winters in the last twenty 
years when no satisfactory ice crop 


was collected The lake is principally 
fed with spring water and it does 
not freeze over very solidly, except ix 
extreme cold weather.

Your resolution requesting me to- 


appear before yoür Honorable Body 
at your next meeting, August 28th, 


` 1919, in reference to an alleged com- 


plaint made by one Henry Hahn, has 
been duly received by me. 


While it is not my desire to show 
the slightest disrespect to your body, 
I must decline to appear as requested, 
for the following reason: Because I 
think it would establish a bad prece- 
dent for any disgruntled attorney to 
cause both you and me, or any other 
Criminal Court Judge in Newark un- 
necessary inconvenience. 


However, to present the facts to 
your Board as they really occurred, 
I desire to say that on the 28th day 
of July, 1919, one Isaac Sommer was 
brought to the Fourth Precinct 
charged with a violation of the 
Weights and Measures Ordinance. He 
then deposited $50.00 to assure his 
appearance on the following morning. 
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On that morning, when I went on the 
bench at my usual hour, the case 
against the said Sommer was called 
by.the clerk and no one answered for 
the defense. 1 then ordered the clerk 
to carry the same until we had dis- 
posed of all other cases, when he was 
again to call the Sommer case. That 
was done, and again no one answered 
for the defense. I then proceeded to 
hear the City's testimony and imposed 
a fine of $50.00. About fifteen min- 
utes thereafter Henry Hahn appeared 
and informed me that he was counsel 
for Sommer. 1 then asked him where 
his client was and he informed me 
that he did not know, that he had 
expected that he would be in the 
court room. I then informed him 
that I could not do anything for him 
‘without his client being present. 
There being no further business, I 
left the bench, and as I went into 
the private ofüce I was informed by 
the Court Officer that some one 
wished to talk to me over the tele- 
phone. Ithen picked up the receiver 
and proceeded to talk through the 
telephone. Mr. Hahn had followed 
me into the office and kept insisting 
on talking to me. I then requested 
him to keep quiet a few moments 
until I finished my telephone conver- 
sation, but he continued to talk, 
when I again informed him that un- 
less he stopped talking until I fin- 
ished my telephone conversation, T 
would be obliged to ask him to leave 
the room. Не still insisted, and I 
then ordered him out of the room. 
He thénapproched various policemen 
around the precinct and attempted to 
obtain names for the purpose of 
bringing an action against me. I 
left the office and walked out to the 
front of the building to enter an 
automobile to go to the Sixth Pre- 
einct, when he again followed me 
and insisted on pulling my coat and 
talking to me. I then informed him 
that I desired nothing further to do 
with him, when he became nasty, 
and I probably then did call him a 
‘nut’? and told him to keep away from 


me When I arrived at my law office 
that same day, around about 12:30, 
my stenographer informed me that 
Mr. Hahn had called at my office and 
asked me to call him on the tele- 
phone, which I did not do. Later on 
that day I received а letter from Mr. 
Hahn, but the next day, at the re- 
quest of Mr. Edward Schickhaus, Jr., 
& reporter for the Newark Evening 
News, I gave the letter to him to 
Show to the City Editor and he, be- 
lieving that the matter had been dis- 
posed of, lost or destroyed the letter. 
However, Mr. Schiekhaus has written 
me a letter, in which he states what 
he recalls of the contents of Mr. 
Hahn's letter, which communication 
I'am enclosing herewith. Later, in 
the afternoon of that day, Mr. Hahn 
called me on the telephone and said 
he was very sorry for what had oc- 
curred, and among other things, too 
ridiculous to mention, asked’ me if І 
would grant him a rehearing. I then 
informed him that I did not think I 
would, but that I would return on 
the 18th day of August, at which 
time I would consider his motion. 

Up to this time he has failed to 
appear in Court in reference to the 
above matter. ` 

I may add that Мг. Schmauder, 
the Clerk, had nothing to do with 
this matter. Mr. Schmauder had ar- 
ranged to take a vacation, commenc- 
ing yesterday, Wednesday, and will 
return next Tuesday. Not having re- 
ceived official notice from your body 
to appear Thursday, he left for his 
vacation as per schedule; ‘namely, 
yesterday, Wednesday, and for that 
reason will not be able to appear on 
August 28th. However, if you desire 
his appearance, he, no doubt, will be 
Pleased to appear at your conveni- 
ence.

Street, Newark, N. J.: 
Sir: 
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According to last night's paper, Mr 
Henry Hahn charges that you called 
him a nut. You may remember that 
you gave me a letter of apology from 
Mr. Hahn the next day after the in- 
cident was supposed to have oc- 
curred. I am very sorry that I am 
unable to find the letter. 


However, I remember distinctly 
the contents of the letter, because it 
seemed to contradict the clipping in 
the Ledger, which. made it appear as 
though you had done the apologizing. 
It was when I was at the Fourth 
Precinct the day following the un- 
pleasantness апа questioned you 
about the affair that you showed me 
the letter and then gave it to me 
when I asked that you let me have it 
to show to the City Editor. 


In the letter Mr. Hahn apologized to 
you for his actions upon that morning 
when he annoyed you while telephon- 
ing in your private office. Не also 
thanked you for all past courtesies 
you had shown him, and stated that 
he would write a formal letter re- 
questing that his client be given a 
new hearing. 


I trust this will answer in place of 
the lost letter.

To the Honorable John F. Monahan, 
Commissioner of the City of New- 
ark: 
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Sir: 

The Centre Market Annex is in its 
second month of existence and the 
undersigned lessees of the stands re- 
spectfully request that a reduction of 
the rents be made which each of 
them has to pay to the City for their 
respective privileges. 

And submit the following reasons 
to your Honor's kind consideration: 

1. The annex is comparatively new 
and very little known to the public, 
and the chances to transact sufficient 
business so as to insure a proper re- 
turn to the owners of the stands are 
not as good as they are in Centre 
Market. 


2. Because of the peculiar way the 
annex is constructed, all business has 
to be transacted outside the same and 
within the limits of four feet of space 
left within the building line in front 
of each stand. 


3. All wares in order to be sold 
must be displayed so that the public 
can inspect them. This necessitates 
the exposure of the goods to alf kinds 
of weather i front of the stand, and 
causes the same to deteriorate more 
rapidly. 

4. Business on rainy days, stormy 
days, or hot days is practically negli- 
gible, as the public prefers to do its 
shopping under the protecting roof 
of the Centre Market, the annex lack- 
ing in facilities to allow shopping 
within the same. 


5. The amount of business trans- 
acted by all of the lessees was in 
such proportion as to make it appear 
to each of them that the rent paid 
for the stand was entirely too high. 

The undersigned feel that the rea- 
sons as outlined above are very im- 
portant ones, that the possibilities of 
transacting more business in the 
Centre Market Annex will remain 
limited for some time, and will never 
reach the possibilities as offered to 
the licensees in Centre Market, and 
hope that this application will re- 
ceive due consideration, when your 
Honor considers the fact that the 


Centie Market is being successfully 
operated in all kinds of weather; 
that it is constructed to protect the 
public as well as the merchandise 
from the elements; that the licensees 
have more space and better facili- 
ties; that Centre Market attracts 
more people and consequently offers 
better business opportunities to the 
lessees of the stands and more stock 
is being sold by the licensees and 
that much less deteriorates for this 
reason; and last, but not least, the 
rents paid for stands in Centre’ Mar- 
ket are far less than those paid for 
stands in Centre Market annex. 

'The undersigned have deemed it 
advisable to submit their request in 
this present form, knowing that it 
will receive due consideration on the 
part of your Honor.

Commissioner Monahan said: “I 
might state that at the time I made 
those rates for the rentals we had a 
committee, if you remember, from 
the taxpayers; on the opposite side 
of the street, who wanted me to 
charge $84.50 for each stand, in ac- 
cordance with the taxes they had to 
pay. They said I was not charging 
enough. They had it all figured out 
mathematically. I had already made 
up my mind to charge $60.00 per 
month. Now they are kicking about 
the rent being too high.and want it 
reduced."

$1,200 with a 10 per cent. bonus and 
at the time we were put on it was 
understood that we would be paid 
the full salary in two years.” 

Mayor Gillen: “I think those in- 
spectors are entitled to an increase, 
and we are now considering it. How 
much are the other men getting? 
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Mr. Hoernig: $1,597. 


Commissioner Raymond: They get 
$97 more than my men working on 
the street. My men get only $1,500. 
That is not the proper recognition of 
their service. 


Mayor Gillen: We will have to go 
over the whole situation. If we 
sat down in conference and could go 
over the situation we could come to 
some satisfactory solution of the 
problem. 

Commissioner Brennan: I have no 
objections to having a conference and 


discussing the entire proposition. I 
feel it is a pressing one. 
Commissioner Archibald: І don't 


think we ought to attempt to evade 
this question. I believe all of the 
employees are entitled to more 
money. 


Mayor Gillen: I believe the whole 
salary question as it stands ought to 
be standardized in some fashion. I 
don’t think we can get anywhere un- 
less we have a conference, because I 
think it affects ‘the whole personnel 
of the City employees. 


Commissioner Brennan submitted 
an ordinance on request of the Police 
and Firemen of the City of Newark, 
in reference to an increase in sal- 
aries. He sald: "I have an ordinance 
that I am going to submit for your 
consideration on behalf of the police 
and firemen of the City of Newark, 
who desire to submit it to the voters 
on referendum, for an increase in 
their salaries. The police depart- 
ment desire— 


1st grade—$2,000. 
2nd grade—4$1,900. 
3rd grade—$1,800. 


This ordinance has been prepared 
in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 152 of the Laws of 1917, 
and the amendments thereto and 
supplements thereof, to take effect 
for adoption on the referendum 26 
days thereafter. There is no ques- 
tion in my mind but what these men 
are entitled to an increase in salary. 


It is up to the voters as to whether or 
not they will get it. 


. Commissioner Archibald: “I think 
we ought to have а conference on 
this salary proposition. Of course, I 
realize that it is almost impossible 
for the men to live on the salaries 
they are getting." 

Commissioner Monahan: “I do not 
think they are asking any too much. 
І feel as you do—put it up to the 
voters." 

Commissioner Brennan: “I refuse 
to grant the increase unless they put 
it up to the people, owing to the 
numerous complaints about the in- 
creased tax rate.” 


Mayor Gillen: “This is а very 
serious question and affects the sal- 
&ry of all city employees. I am op- 
posed to increasing one class without 
increasing another. If salary in- 
crease is to be taken up in refer- 
ence to the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments, it ought to be taka пр 
for all city employees. I think the 
voters put us in office to work out 
these problems and we ought to pass 
an opinion on them even before we 
submit them to the voters. The 
amount of increase asked for the 
fire and policemen would be close 
to $500,000.00. That would be about 
eight (8) points in the tax rate. This 
is a very serious question. I think 
we ought to sit down in conference 
and go over the situation.” 


Commissioner Brennan: “Неге is 
the situation, as I undersend jt- if 
we don’t pass it by ordinance, they 
can place a referendum on the ballot. 
They have a right to secure signa- 
tures and it will automatically go on 
the ballot anyhow.” 

Mayor Gillen: “Before we submit 
this question to the voters the salary 
question of all city employees should 
be considered in conference. If the 
tax rate goes up to such an extent 
and goes beyond the breaking point, 
what are we going to do then?” 

Commissioner Monahan: ‘These 
men should have living wages. They 
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have uniforms to buy and other 
numerous expenses. They have big 
families to support and have very 
little money left.” 


Mayor Gillen: “Тће question is 
of such magnitude that we cannot 
settle it off-hand.” 


Commissioner Brennan: ‘‘What is 
your idea? To have an increased 
salary for all city employees?” 


Mayor Gillen: “I would sit down 
and go over the whole matter in 
conference. Just as soon as other 
city employees find out that the fire 
and police question of increased pay 
was to be placed on the ballo, they 
too would seek like action. ` 


Commissioner Monahan:  ''These 
people should have living wages. I 
don’t know how they live on the 
money they get." 


Mr. Kearns: “The statutes of 1918 
provide that 20% of the legal voters 
shall sign the petition." 


Mr. J. Randolph Woodruff: “I rep- 
resent the police and firemen in this 
matter, and I want to first call your 
attention to the fact that the New 
York Patrolmen’s Association, at a 
meeting held on Tuesday, August 26, 
1919, voted unanimously to demand 
an increase of pay from $1,650 to 
$2,000, and several New York papers, 
in their editorials last night, said 
that this ought to be done. The po- 
lice and firemen are in a class by 
themselves. The actuaries of the 
world have placed them in a class 
py themselves. They have to pay 
more for their life insurance than 
others, because of the daily sacrifice 
they make of their lives.  Clerks,. 
teachers, and others are put in other 
classes. "The firemen and policemen 
are required to keep themselves sup- 
plied with well appearing uniforms, 
and their uniforms cost twice as 
much now as they did some years 
ago. On their present salaries, the 
men are sometimes forced to borrow 
money to meet expenses due to the 
high cost of living ” 


Mr. Woodruff then read the fol- 
lowing paper: 

The Civil Service Forum, а news- 
paper published in New York City 
and devoted to civil service matters, 
it is understood will take up the 
cause of the New York Patrolmen 
with the Board of Estimate of that 
City, to show that New York City 
compared with other cities is at the 
bottom of the scale of salaries, and 
failure to raise the pay of the men 
would tend to demoralize the tu се. 


" The pay of the policemen and #гэ- 
men is now $1,600, but many have 
been unable to live on such an in- 
come, which has not kept pace with 
the cost of living and increasing 
rents, and many had to borrow money 
during the past year to meet ex- 
penses and the high cost of living. 
Policemen and firemen must live in 
this city and pay their taxes ^^ the 
jncreased rents now charged, and 
under the rules of the Department 
cannot leave the city, even while off 
duty, except by permission, and if 
the permission is granted, they must 
leave their telephone number so that 
they сап be summoned quickly in 
case of fire, riots, etc. 


A policeman and fireman must pay 
more for life insurance than other 
people because it is deemed a hazard- 
ous occupation. 


The variations in this expectation 
of life, according to age, sex and 
occupation are considerable. Thus, 
according to the actuarial investiga- 
tions made by the actuaries of life 
insurance companies, a school teacher 
would live about six or seven years 
longer than a policeman or fireman. 


There are.a number of men in both 
the fire and police departments who, 
previous to joining, were union men 
in various trades. These men now 
find that union men are, in most 
cases, all receiving more pay than the 
policemen or firemen for fewer hours 
of work, and a number have left their 
positions to go back to their old 
trades and engage in business. 
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The following is a table showing 
the cost of uniforms, etc., which the 
firemen must pay for out of his sal- 
ary, and the difference between the 
cost of the same in 1914 and 1919:

The dollar paid to a policeman or 
firemen today does not purchase half 
as much as it did before the war. 
More than any other class of city 
employees, these men deserve higher 
wages, because daily they go to their 
duty with their life in their hands, 
and in the past, the late Patrick 
Ryan and other policemen and many 
hremen have made the great sacri- 
fice in the performance of their duty. 


Drivers of milk wagons are now 
demanding $50 to $55 per week and 
one per cent. commission on the sale 
of milk. Carpenters, lathers, paint- 
ers, etc., are demanding one dollar 
en hour. Car conductors and motor- 
men are receiving $5.00 per day; 
window cleaners $32 to $35 per 
week, and in nearly all trades men 
аге now receiving from $40 to $50 
and upward per week, while the pay 
of the policemen and firemen of this 
city is now thirty dollars and a few 
cents. They now ask for $38.46 per 


‚ week. 
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An increase of the pay of the fire- 
men and policemen in a number of 
the cities and towns of this State 
is now being advocated and will be 
voted on at the next general election. 


In an audress before the Jobbers' 
Association of Dress Goods Buyers 
at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel on 
July 15th, 1919, George E. Roberts, 
Vice President of the National City 
Bank of New York, said: “We had a 
great political campaign in this coun- 
try about 21 years ago over the 
Standard of value of the dollar 
(Bryan compaign, 1896); the people 
rallied against the fifty-cent dollar, 
and it was voted down by a great 
majority. We have got the fifty-cen 
dollar today." 


Dr. Royal Meeker, United States 
Commissioner of Labor Statistics, 
discussing american standard of liv- 
ing before the National Conference 
of Social Workers in Atlantic City, 
on June 7th, 1919, based his remarks 
on information disclosed by nearly 
13,000 schedules from families hav- 
ing incomes ranging from less than 
$900 to more than $2,500 per an- 
num, obtained in about 100 cities in 
a country-wide cost of living study 
by the United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics during 1918 and 1919. He 
pointed out that an analysis of the 
data collected in the investigation 
shows that the standard minimum 
wage should be $1,800 per annum 
for the average American family con- 
sisting of husband and wife and three 
ehildren below the ages of 15 years, 
in order to be properly nourished.

Mr. Woodruff further stated that 
the policemen and firemen are sup- 
posed to live as decent American 
citizens, buy good clothes, keep their 
uniforms in good condition and pay 
from $30 to $35 per month for a 
flat in which to live. 'The neighbors 
look up to them for advice, and they 
are supposed to maintain themselves 
with dignity and they must be men 
of brains and good judgment. 

Mr. Harry Hammond, of the P. 


B. A., appeared before: the Commis- 
sion in reference to the increase of 


. low that. 
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Police, and said "Under the Act 
of 1917, Home Rule Act, we have the 
right to go before the people on ref- 
erendum by circulation of а petition, 
getting 20 per cent. of the voters at 
the last election. We thought com- 
ing before the Commission and hav- 
ing this ordinance passed would save 
time and à lot of work for the men 
who would have to obtain the signa- 
tures during their own time. If the 
Commission does not pass the ordi- 
nance, we have the right, and will 
avail ourselves of it. It would save a 
lot of hard work and time, and we, 
therefore, pray that the Commission 
will favorably consider this ordinance 
which has been presented and pass 
it. It is not necessary to go into the 
high cost of living. You are all 
aware of that. It is necessary that 
we get more compensation in order 
to live decently, and for that reason 
hope the Commission will act favor- 
ably upon this ordinance. If so, it 
will make our salary $38.00 per 
week. We are now getting $31.00 
per week. 


Commissioner Brennan: I have 
no objection to sitting in conference 
with regard to the entire salary 
proposition. 

Mayor Gillen: I believe the whole 
salary question—I took this stand 
from the beginning—ought to be 
standardized. There are in the City 
of Newark many glaring inequalities.

Commissioner Brennan: If we fail 
to take action on this ordinance, 
these men will go out and circulate 
petitions.

Mr. J. Randolph Woodruff:. We 
would have to get at least 10,000 
signatures. Suppose you refuse to 
pass this ordinance and we have to 
go out and get these 10,000 signa- 
tures? The City Clerk is bound to 
examine every petition, count them 
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up, certify to you that they are in 
proper form and all right. 


Mr. Hammond: I don't want any 
delay in this particular case. South 
Orange is raising $300.00 and every 
taxpayer in the Village of South Or- 
ange has signed a petition. If the 
Commission decides not to pass the 
ordinance, then we have got to cir- 
culate the petitions, and it is an enor- 
mous amount of work. This work 
has to be done by the men in their 
own time.
